Though we mu#t not by profeſſion, word,or ſubſcription own the ſin of any 
Church, we mu#t join in their Communion in whe Worſhip of God, with thoſe 
whoſe Worſhip is mxt with fin in matter and manner, fo it be not fin that' is 
its evil predominant againit the good of the duty, to make the work rejetted of 
God ( like Poyſon in onr food, which makes the hurt greater 'than the good ) 
becauſe elſe we mu#t neither Worſhip God our ſelves, nor join with any in the 
world : All the works of ſinful men being mixt with ſin, 7 0 deny this, us vir- 
rually to ſeparate from all the Chriftian world, 

X. Therefore our bare preſence is no ſignificationahat we approve all that is 
done in that Aſſembly. The very nature of Chriftian Communion 14 a profeſſi- 
on of the contrary, we being bound by God to communicate in good, and not to 
own the evil: And if men command wu to own all that they there do, their com- 
mand cannot bind us againſt Gods, nor make onr preſence a profeſſion that we 
obey them againi#t God: It being God that is the Matter of us, and our work, 
And Chriftianity itſelf being a profeſſion that we obey God before Man, 
Elſe Man by commanding us to own ſome ill word, or circumſtance, might 
drive us from all Chriftian Communion. Tf Men ſhould command 
1 in our private Meetings, to do it for an ill end, or an ill Principle ( aa 
in Obedience to Uſurpers ) we mu#t not therefore forbear all private Meetings, 
nor will our bare meeting ſignify our Obedience to ſuch Commands.” If the 
Paiftor of a ſmgle Church ( or many Aſſociate ) tell the people, your meeting 
mu## be to own EC. g. Anabaptiftry, Antinomianiſm, Presbytery, Eraſtianiſm, 
Separation, &C. this binds them not either to own it, or to withdraw, without 
ſome greater reaſon, He is no Mafter of their Faith, | 

XI. Nor will the Lare knowing beforehand that the Paſtor will ſay or do 
ſomemwhat unlawful, make our preſence guilty of approving it. We kyow before- 
hand that we and all Men ave ſinners, and ſhall ſin in what we do; And we 
may ſuppoſe Men will ſpeak, as they think: And as we know not but- any Man 
muy ſpeak amiſs till we bear what he ſaith, ſo when we know that the, Paſtors 
have tolerable Erronrs,and will vent themygr will not makg us guilty of t ot 
bind us to depart : We mect ro0wn Chriſtianity, and not all that the Man will

XX. There are ſofew Churches on Earth that Worſhip God without all ſet 
Lyturgies or Forms as. are next to none. Atd there are very few in all the 
World ſo good as the Engliſh Lyturgy, and that have ſo few faults : Which 
Martyrs compoſed, and joyfully uſed.

ITE. The fame fay of the conſent of Pradtical Proteſtant Divines. 
I do not think the Reader would forgive me, if I ſhould prove that Lu- 
ther, Calvin, Melanfthon, Bucer, and all the . Forreign Reformers, and all 
our Martyrs, and Englith Divines, Epiſcopal, Presbyterian, and (whate- 
ver you (ay againſt it, to their injury) Independants alfo aſcribe Diſplicezce 
toGod : Sure they that tranſlated the Bible did.

But methinks I ſhould nor need ro ſuppoſe you to obje& that it is not 
God, but Man that you ſpeak of: No, I will not abuſe you ſo much as 
to ſuppoſe that you take man ro be more perfett, and leſs Paſſive then 
God. Indeed Donny, and Complacence in God, are Ative ad extra, 
and (ignify but the perfection of his will, and exe=n:er, the expreſſions 
and effects, and no Paſſvity : But all Creatures are Paſſive as well as 
Active, and they are receptive  «b o5je&:s, both in their /deal Conceprions, 
and their Apperites: And therefore Diſpleaſure in a far groſler Paſſive 
ſenſe, muſt be aſcribed to the Creature, then to the Creator : and yer 
without any diminution of felicity. 

And 2. It is certain that Chriſt himſelf was much dſpleaſed with ſin 
on Earth, Mark 10. 14 & 3. 5. And ſurely he is not any leſs perfect, nor 
more reconciled to fin in Heaven. He was 4i/pleaſed with it, when he 
died for it : and is his willchanged fince to favour it? Yea, if you ſhould
